This second James Wadsworth was 
1 philanthropist. It was one of his 
eoat cherished theories that education 
ras a panacea for social Ills of every 
feacriptlon. At his personal expense

treatises on education, employed lec- 
turers on the subject and offered pre- 
miums to the towns that should es- 
abllsh libraries. He wan also the first 
man to propose the establishment of 
normal schools. In 1838 he procured 
he enactment of a school library law. 
In hli sales of: land he always stipu- 
lated that a tract of 1!5 acres In every 
township should be set aside tor a 
church and another of the same slie 
for a school. 
> 
Hla brother William was also an 


early settler In western New York. He 
secured a treat tract ot land adjoining 
that of his brother In the Qenesee val- 
ley and proceeded to lay me founda- 
tion for a great manorial estate. Wnen 
the War of H1J broke out he became 
brigadier general ot New York militia 
and took part In several engagements, 
once being compelled to give up his 
sword to the British commander, Sir 
Roger Sheaffe. 
His son, James Samuel, was a Wads 


worth worthy of the name. His father 
thought he would make a good lawyer 
and eent him to Harvard and Yale for 
hit preliminary studies. He read law 
In Albany, afterward completing his 
course with Daniel Webster, who was 
in the habit ot declaring publicly tha 
young Wadsworth wa» "a true blue.' 
But he never practiced his profession 
His great estate In tUe tfenesee valley 
required his undivided attention, and 
he devoted himself to agriculture with 
an- energy that was productive of tell 
Ing results. It was during thla period 
of his life that he obtained wide recog 


nltlon as the most eminent practical 
farmer. In America. 
Although a Federalist by education 


and a Democrat by conviction. Mr. 
Wadsworth supported the antlslavery 
movement and acted with the Free Soil 
party In 1848. H« was presidential 
electpr on the Republican ticket both 


In 1S58 and In I860. When the civil 
war began he was among the first to 
offer his services to the government. 
When communication with Washington 
was cut off he chartered two ships, 
loaded them with provisions and went 
with them to Annapolis;' where he su- 
perintended *!}« .delivery of the suo- 


plles. A volunteer aid to General Mc- 
Dowell at the first battle of Bull Run, 
he waa commended for bravery, made 
brigadier general and assigned to a 
command near Washington, afterward 
becoming military governor of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 
In 1862 he was the Republican candi- 


date for governor ot New York, but 
was beaten by Horatio Seymour. He 
commanded a division at Fredericks- 
burg, and at Gettysburg his division 
waa first to begin the tight. In the battle 
of the Wilderness he wa» strucK In 
the head by a bullet and died a few 
days later. In his "American Conflict' 
Greeley says of him: "The country's 
salvation claimed no greater sacrifice 
than that of James S. Wadsworth of 
New York." 
James Wolcott Wadsworth, Sr., the 


member of the lower house who had 
the rather breezy correspondence with 


Mr. Roosevelt over the president- 
criticism of the committee of whic 
the representative Is chairman, II th 
youngest son of the hero who fell a 
the Wilderness tight. He . also, al 
though only a boy of sixteen In th 
fall of 1884, entered the Union arm 
and served until the close of the wa 
Then he resumed his studies at Ne 
Haven and was graduated from Yal 
He did not qualify for a profession, bu 
began Immediately the management 
his father's estate, quite content to 
devote himielf to agriculture for the 
remainder of his life. 
But It was not so to be. He was soon 


sent to the assembly, then made comp- 
troller of the state and eventually land- 
ed In congress, and with the exception 
of two terms h* ha« continued to rep- 
resent his district In the lower house 
for the past twenty-four years. 


His proud political title of "boss of 


e Genesee valley" has remained un- 
uestloned until quite recently. About 
ghteen months ano thare arrived In 
Ibany, to take his seat a* assembly- 
oan frV>m Livingston county, a young 
an known to his friends as Jimmy 
Vndsworth. Those friends were real- 
ents of the Gentse* valley,-where the 
Vadsworths may be said to "obtain." 
The old political war horses at the 
apltal smiled blithely and opined that 


was "all tha old man's doings." He 
ad got ready to launch his youngster, 
nd this was his way ol doing ft. AH 
e had to do was to say tho word, for 
•asn't he the "bos» ot the Qenesee 
alley?" 
With such an Introduction James 
unlor entered Albany. He was but 
wenty-seven years of age, and besides 
is unusually attractive physical ap- 
pearance he had nothing to make him 
onspfcuofls. 
Of course he attracted 


i certain amount of notice when his 
relationship became current. Twelve 
nonths later he was the most talked of 
nan, young or old, in the state. At the 
mature age of twenty-eight he emerged 
nto the limelight as the most con- 
spicuous candidate for the speaker- 
ship, acceptable both to the govemol 
and to the president, and ho went In, 
he youngest speaker ever elected In 
the state. 
Young Wadsworth was tvraduated 


from Yalo in 1898. Still coni'nulng in 
the footsteps of his ancestors, herwent 
Into the Spanish war, which waa Just 
then on hand. His campaign In Porto 
Rico was not sufficiently realistic to 
satisfy him and he re-enlisted for serv- 
ice in the Philippines. Here he earned 
a slight promotion from the ranks, be- 
ing made civilian orderly, a sort of 
chief clerk to the general commanding 
one ot the department! of the Islands. 
It Is recorded that he worked faithfully 
and did his work well. As an enlisted 
man he had to wear a uniform and 
could not fraternise with commissioned 
officers, although superior to most of 
them In wealth and social standing. 


After almost two years of this sort 


of experience he returned 4o the Gene- 
see valley and settled down ;o '.earn the 
practical part of farming. When he 
married Alice Hay, the second daugh- 
ter of the late secretary of state, hli 
father gave him a form of 1,100 acres 
and built on It a handsome house In 
colonial style. 
Although there i« but 


faint suggestion of the youthful prod.- 
Igy inspired by young Mr. Wadsworth, 
there is a good deal that Is fascinating 
about his personality. It won Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Governor Hlgglw. 
neither ot whom Is likely to be utter* 
mistaken In his estimate of a new 
man
